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This is a decision on the "Petition Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .182" filed 07 November 

2006. 

BACKGROUND 

On 31 October 2006, a decision dismissing applicants' petition to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment was mailed. The papers filed 12 July 2005 in response to the 
Form PCT/DO/EO/922 mailed 14 June 2005 listed another U.S. application number on 
them. 

On 07 November 2006, applicants filed the subject petition to con'ect the U.S. 
application number on the response filed 12 July 2005. 

DISCUSSION 

Applicants request that the response filed 12 July 2005 be corrected to identify 
the above-captioned application pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .182. The $400.00 petition fee 
had been paid. 

Applicants state that a response to the Form PCT/DO/EO/922 was filed in the 
above-captioned application on 12 July 2005. However, the U.S. application number 
was listed as 10/503,261 "due to a typographical error. All of the information identifying 
the present application appears correct on the documents filed except for the U.S. 
Application Senal Number listed thereon." 

A review of the papers submitted on 1 2 July 2005 show that the name of the 
applicant, docket number, the above-captioned title, and PCT nuniber were listed on 
these papers. However, the U.S. application number was listed incorrectly. 
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Hence, it is clear that a timely response to the Form PCT/DO/EO/922 was clearly 
intended but was placed In the wrong application due to a clerical error. 

This is sufficient for a grantable petition. The clerical error has been corrected. 

DECISION 

For the reasons noted above, the petition under 37 CFR 1 .182 and to withdraw 
the holding of abandonment is GRANTED . 

The Form PCT/DO/EO/909 mailed 29 August 2006 is hereby VACATED .
